OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


In giving a report of the condition of schools from year to 
year, it seems absolutely necessary to reiterate many ideas and 
thoughts that have been previously suggested, for the reason 
that many of the faults which before have been brought to your 
notice are still in existence, and nothing but a continual agita- 
tion of these errors will remove the evil and give a more perfect 
system in its place. 

I am glad to notice that the parents in some of the districts 
in town are being aroused from what seems an inexcusable 
lethargy, and are taking a more thoughtful and lively interest in 
encouraging their children to acquire the greatest of all prizes, 
an education. Why is it that parents who are so deeply con- 
cerned in the physical growth of their children will allow their 
moral growth to be so full of corruption and their intellect so 
dwarfed and stunted. That the teaching of morals is sadly 
neglected in nearly every school is evident to the most casual 
observer. It is generally and perhaps rightly believed that this 
is or ought to be taught in the more sacred circle of home. But 
since parents are very deficient in many of the obligations which 
devolve upon them, and we believe in this one particular, how 
essential that all teachers should make it one of the first and 
most important of their duties. The moral faculties of children 
need cultivation as well as the intellectual. What kind of a 
citizen does aman make who has no fear of God before his eyes 
or conscientious regard for what is right and the greater his in- 
tellectual abilities may be the more dangerous is he to society. 
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Now knowing that so much devolves upon our teachers both 
for the moral and intellectual training of children, how careful 
should we be in. the selection of their instructors. If any of 
our citizens wanted the services of a lawyer, if any of our 
families required the services of a physician, or if any person 
wished for a mechanic to take charge of a difficult and important 
work, what ridicule would be thought too severe if a person 
should be selected with no inquiry as to his special preparation 
and experience. The business of teaching requires as much 
faithfulness and skill as any of the callings we have named. 
The several agents for the different districts in town have been 
very fortunate in securing the services of faithful and efficient 
teachers. I say fortunate, for it is to be feared that prudential 
committees are often influenced in the selection of teachers by 
private motives. I would say to such that your neighbors trust 
you with their money not to give you an opportunity to reward 
your friends, injure your enemies, make donations to the poor, 
or gain the favor of the rich, but that you shall expend it care- 
fully and judiciously for the greatest benefit of all concerned. 


Again, agents often look more to the length of schools than 
to the quality of teachers. Thus it rarely happens that those 
districts which have but a small amount of money obtain a first 
class teacher. This should be remedied, as cheap teachers, like 
nearly every other second rate article are dear at any price. 


I would call your attention to the increasing disposition on 
the part of the scholars to be absent from the school-room. 
Unnecessary absence is one of the greatest evils in our schools 
and the hardest to remedy. When it is absolutely necessary 
on account of sickness or any other cause it is excusable. But 
where parents allow their children to stay at home for trivial 
causes and cannot be made to see the difference between con- 
stant attendance and frequent absence, it becomes an evil net 
easily remedied. If all the absences reported by teachers could 
be traced to the real delinquents it would be found to be confined 
to few, and those two or three scholars spoil the average of the 
whole school. 


I am glad to inform the public that the nuisance mentioned 
- in connection with the school-house in District No. 3, has been 
removed, much to the gratification of all concerned. Schooi- 
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houses in other parts of the town remain in much the ‘same 
condition of last year; most of them need more or less repairs 
which can be done at a trifling expense and add very much to 
their appearance and comfort. They are all, with one exception 
(and this one lacks in quality what it makes up in quantity) 
more or less deficient in black-boards, and this being the only 
apparatus of the many things necdfui that is furnished in school 
rooms there ought to be an ample supply. 


District No. 1 ( West). 
Number of weeks schooling during the year twenty-eight. 


Summer Term.—Miss Emma Wheeler, of North Sutton, 
teacher. This was Miss Wheeler’s first attempt at teaching and 
of course we did not expect as much of her as of older and 
more experienced teachers. The school was very quiet and 
orderly but with a lack of animation on’the part of most of the 
scholars without which no school can appear to advantage. There 
were but few scholars present at examination making it impos- 
sible to get a correct condition of the school. This was no fault 
of the teacher but it was a great fault of the parents. I was 
informed by the prudential committee that the teacher gave very 
good satisfaction. Scholars neither absent or tardy, Flora B. 
Morgan and Alberta M. Knowlton. 


Fall Term.—Miss Phebe Fellows, of Sutton, teacher. Miss 
Fellows seemed to understand the principles required to be 
taught in common schools, and should think from her appearance 
in the school room that she was a clear and accurate teacher. 


Winter Term.—Mr. Albert Flanders, of Grantham, teacher. 
The winter school of this district is quite large compared with 
the other terms, and consists among others of several young men, 
who I am glad to notice are not ashamed to improve their time 
by attending a district school. Their studious ways and quiet 
- manners showed that they fully appreciated the value of their 
time used in acquiring knowledge, and also that theirschool days 
were fast drawing to a close. Mr. Flanders is an energetic 
teacher and seemed to take great interest in his scholars aud to 
spare no pains for their advancement. | 
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District No. 2 (Burpee Hill). 
Number ef weeks school during the year twenty. 


Summer Term.—Miss Sadie Nichols, of New London, teacher. 
Miss Nichols’s abilities as teacher are well understood. She 
entered this school under somewhat discouraging circumstances, 
there being quite a large number of small scholars whose knowl- 
edge of good deportment was very deficient to say the least, 
but patience and determination on the part of the teacher over- 
came all obstacles, and we found at the close of the school that 
decided advancement had been made in discipline as well as 
other branches. In answering questions at examination the 
scholars depended a little too much upon the teacher. | Scholars 
who were neither absent or tardy, Alice E. Messer, Mary S. 
Stanley, Elmie M. Messer, Gertrude E. Messer, Willis Johnsen, 
Herbert E. Parker. 


Winter Term.—Parker T. Smith, of Springfield, teacher. 
Mr. Smith was nota stranger in town, having taught the two 
previous winters in District No. 1 very successfully. This teacher 
expects his pupils to work and is willing to set the example 
himself by improving every moment. Entire satisfaction was 
was expressed by several of the inhabitants of the district pres- 
ent at the examination that their money had been judiciously 
and profitably expended. Scholars who were neither absent or 
tardy, Elmer G. Messer, Willie Johnson, Edward Sholes, Ralph 
W. Preston, Rosella Roby, Roena Bussell, Alice E. Messer, 
Abbie J. Roby, Elmie M. Messer. 


Disrrict No. 3 (Four Corners.) 


Number of weeks schooling during the year twenty-seven. 


Miss Lizzie Knight was engaged to teach the summer term 
but unfortunately was taken sick and closed her school at the 
end of the third week. At my first visit it wasimpossible to get 
a correct idea of the quietness of the school on account of the 
repairs going on on the shed adjoining the school room. Miss 
Knight had received the benefit of a Normal education, and I 
have no doubt but this district met with a great loss by this 
unavoidable accident. Number scholars neither absent or tardy, 
Mary J. Knight, Bertha H. Ross, Mary E. Waterman, Jonathan 
R. Everett, Edwin N. Fletcher, Robert Ross, Herbert L. Taylor. 
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Mrs. Abby Stratton took charge of the Fall Term. This 
lady came to her school with an excellent reputation having 
taught several terms in neighboring towns with eminent success. 
She labored here with much fidelity and the interest she took in 
her school was worthy of note. The discipline was net all that 
could be desired, yet very good progress was made during the 
term. Scholar not absent one half day, Nellie M. Ross. 


Winter Term.—Mr. Trow, of Bradford, teacher. Few teachers 
are better fitted for the duties of the school room than Mr. Trow. 
Well qualified in a literary point of view he devoted himself to 
the advancement of his scholars with an enthusiasm and energy 
every way worthy of success. With such a thorough, accurate 
and wide-awake teacher none but good results could follow. I 
visited this school about two weeks before the close of the term. 
Coming without notice there had been no review of the studies 
or preparation for examination. The first class in arithmetic 
deserve particular notice for the readiness with which they per- 
formed the examples assigned them. The second class in read- 
ing were a little deficient owing perhaps to a want of preparation, 


Districr No. 4 (Lowplain). 


During both terms this school was in charge of Miss A. L. 
Cheney, of Bradford. Miss Cheney has been a teacher many 
years and taught with much diligence and thoroughness. In 
giving instructions she ‘leaves her scholars in a remarkable 
degree to depend upon themselves. This, though not always 
agreeable to pupils is nevertheless essential to their permanent 
progress. The scholars are expected to get their lessons and 
no drones or sluggards are tolerated in her school-room without 
inconvenience to themselves. She is very explicit in her ex- 
planations and by practical examples renders the pupils to a 
certain extent independent of the text-book. At the examina- 
tion at the close of the summer and winter terms all seemed 
gratified at the result of her labors. No branch was slighted 
and they displayed the presence of an executive worthy of the 
position. Map-drawing and writing which are too often neg- 
lected were not overlooked and showed a marked improvement. 
I think they are the best looking writing-books that are to be 


— 
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found in town. First term Frank S. Shepard was neither 
absent or tardy. Second term, George Crowley and Edgar 
Sargent. 


District No. 5 (Scytheville). 


Number weeks schooling during the year twenty-eight. Sum- 
mer and fall terms were under the instruction of Miss Mary 
Morey, of Wilmot. At my first visit was very favorably im- 
pressed with the appearance of the school. The teacher seemed 
well supplied with zeal and energy and the scholars quiet and 
orderly. But at the close of the school I found that much less 
progress had been made than I anticipated. I think this was 
owing more to the lack of interest on the part of the parents in 
allowing their children to be absent from the school-room than 
any fault of the teacher. Number of names registered 26: 
average attendance 16. If parents will not send their children 
more regularly than this they had better close their school-house 
and give their money to more deserving. In tbe Fall Term 
there was a slight improvement in attendance. Only two de- 
serve mentioning as being neither absent or tardy, Ella J. 
Presho, Harry Craft. 


Mr. Elbridge. Sargent, of New London, took charge of the 
Winter Term. This teacher commenced his labors with a full 
determination to arouse the ambition of bis pupils. His success 
last year in a neighboring district making him sanguine that he 
should succeed. He labored with untiring fidelity to accomplish 
his purpose but I fear he failed to realize all that he had hoped. 
At examination he expressed that he was disappointed at the 
result. Some of the smaller classes showed that the winter’s 
work had not been in vain. 


Disrricr No. 6 (North). 


Number of weeks schooling during the year twenty-four. 

Summer Term.—Miss Mattie Pilsbury, of New London, 
teacher. Miss Pilsbury taught a good school and therefore 
must have given satisfaction to her employers. The discipline 
was good and her examination indicated commendable industry, 
perseverance and thoroughness on the [part {of both teacher and 
scholars. ‘ 
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Fall Term was taught by Miss Etta Knowlton, of New Lon- 
don. Miss Knowlton although young and with but litt:e expe- 
rience as a teacher, displayed many of those qualities which 
mark the best characteristics of a first-class teacher. At the 
close of the term the same goed order and ambition to excel 
was displayed that had been noticed in previous terms. If the 
inhabitants of the district will build a school-house that will 
compare as favcrably with other school-houses as their scholars 
do with others tbere will be no reason for anyone to find any 
fault. Ella M. Hunting, Charles F. Putney and Alfred H. 
Putney were neither absent or tardy. 


Districr No. 7 (Pleasant Street). 

Number of weeks schooling during the year twenty-three. 

Both terms of this school were taught by Miss Ella Messer, 
of New London. We presume that this teacher took more than 
ordinary interest in this school as she was a resident of the 
district and was therefore intimately acquainted with most of 
her pupils. The appearance of the various classes at examination 
made it manifest the scholars had not only made good use of 
their time but had received the services of a faithful and willing 
teacher. Was very glad to notice the presence of so good a 
number of the parents at the close of the school, as the success 
of their children must have given them great satisfaction and 
amply repaid them for their time and trouble. Number of 
scholars who were neither absent or tardy, Effie M. Bunker, 
Willie Sargent, Bennie Sargent and Ranson Pingree.
